To 
the vvicked and ſinfull, be ſeuere andsharpe: bue 
to the good and godly, be gentle and louing. Con- 
tinue your goodie and liberalitie to the poore 
ers vvhich are exiled for the teſtimony of the 
Lorde Ieſus, and tender them, as your ſelues. Suffer 
not idleneſſe to creepe yvithin the bounds of your 
tovyne, but rather prouide that al be yyell & venu- 
duſly occupied. Of che poore, haue diligent conſi- 
5; deration, 
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deratiõ, but as for the ſturdy & laſie lubbers,vyhich 


y hue of the labour of other mens handes, and 

te to be vvell occupied them ſelues: ey ther com- 
ell to vvoorke, or os banishe them your toyyne . 
Lobe diligently to the bringing vp of your youth, 
eyther in good letters, or els in ſome vertuous ex- 
ercices, that in time to come, they be not ynprofi- 
table members of the common yyeale . But aboue 
all thinges , ſee that they be brought vp in the nur- 
ture and feare of the Lorde, and in the knovvledge 
of his holy vvoord, that they may learne euen from 
their Cradles to ſerue their Lorde G OD in holy- 
neſſe and righteouſneſſe all the dayes of the Lorde.

that your Schoole may be crected and ſet vp, for 
the godly and vertuous education of y out youth. 
So shall yon both doo a noble ſaciifyce vato God, 
deſerue vvell of many, and alſo leaue to your po- 
ſteritie a vvoorthy monument of a moſt yyoorthy 
enterpriſe, And to helpe forvyarde ſome poynt of 
gody docctrine to be taught in your nevve erected 
Schoole, After Thad finished this little treatiſe, en- 
utuled, The Demaundes of holy Scripture , I 
thought it not vnſitting, nor ynyyortky our fred- 
chip, to dedicate the ſame to your yyoorships, and 
fo by you, to commend it to the Chriſtian youth 


of your Schoole. In it they shall learne to knovye 
and vnderſtand, the principall and cheefe poyntes 
of Gods doctrine: ſo that by this meancs they shal 
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doctrine, vvhich they profeſſe, and not be like Hor 
ſes & Mules that haue no vnderſtanding. The book 
is little, yfthe number of the leaues be conſidered: 
but yf the matter therof be diligently pondered, it 
$halbe found both great, & profitable. Thus for this 
preſent, taking my —— of you, I vvysh to you, and 
to the vyhole Tovvne, all good and proſpe-
